U. S. ARTILLERY BLASTED WAY FOR AN ADVANCE

With the American Army in France, May ‘28.—(De­ 
layed.)—The American line is now from 150 to 200 yards 
east of Cantigny as the result of the successful attack 
made today. 
The nearest German trenches are sev eral 
hundred yards east of where the Americans ar dug in. 
The Germans had many outposts and machine gun em­ 
placements in Cantigny. 
The Americans penetrated the German positions to a 
depth of nearly a mile. Their artillery completely smoth­ 
ered the Germans and the roaring of the American guns 
was heard for many miles to the rear. Sev eral fires are 
now burning behind the German lines. 
Twelv e French tanks supported the American in­ 
fantry in the attack. 
The American’s first offensiv e blow was struck in a 
cloud of mist. The French tanks apparently did not hav e 
much to do as the American artillery had prepared the 
way in an extremely efficient manner. 
The sun came out bright and shone on the Americans 
as they were digging themselv es into their new positions. 
As the Americans started across No Man’s Land many 
jokes about “eating the Boche for breakfast,” etc, were 
sung out, and the American soldiers fought like v eterans 
and there was no hesitation when the officers sprang for­ 
ward and shouted, “Come on boys!” 
Sev eral officers describing the scene agree that the 
outstanding feature in their minds was the wonderful 
morale of the men and their absolute confidence in them­ 
selv es.* 
The Germans poured machine gun bullets all around 
the Americans while they were digging in, but they paid 
no attention to them and jokes and quips were handed 
back and forth as they worked.

fleece of the sa m e width. Both sheets 
a re quite soft, so tha t a fter they have 
been forced thru the hea vy rollers 
they w ill com e out w ith their fibres 
interenga ged and in the form of one 
solid web. The duplex web so formed 
la then placed In a cutting machine 
and divided into long narrow strips. 
T hese may then be hand-twisted and 
» pun in a m anner sim ila r to tha t used 
in m a king the finer tw ines described 
nbove. 
Thus paper m a ttings are ta king the 
pla ce of burlap wall papers; they are 
a erving as backing for linoleum s and 
oilcloths, and they are being used 
in grea t grea t qua ntities in the mak­ 
ing of fancy paper novelties.

entire spun paper industry is but a
